Pages 11 (lines 7-9) and 12 (lines 2-5), Applicant argued that the reference do not disclose, teach or suggest making the one or 
more futher network elementd appear as end systems as claimed. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Page 9, line 15 of the specification, 
the network element NE D, which is not connected adjacent to the gateway network element GNE1, defined as an end system. In figure 2 
of the reference, there are a plurality of L1 elements in each subdomain area, and they are not connected adjacent to the gateway network 
element L2. Thus, the reference clearly discloses the feature. 

The infonmatlon disclosure statement filed 12/01/2006 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1 .97(d) because it lacks the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1 .17(p). It has been placed in the application file, but the infonmation refenred to therein has not been considered. 
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
